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DISTRICT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


The outgoing Chairman of the Parish Council, George Fenemore, asked the editors 
to publish the auditor's report in full. We print it without comment and are 
sure that many of our readers will want to study it for themselves. 


Ladies and Gentlemen 

1. During the audit of the 1988-9 accounts a local elector asked a number of 
questions concerning the acquisition, as part of a land exchange deal, of the — 
Council's new playing field. He raised five major areas of concern 


~ the way the land was valued 

~ the rationale for discounting the original valuation 

~ the Council's failure to consider other options 

~ the possibility of a developer reselling one of the pieces of 
land at a large profit, and 

~ defects in the Council's community centre. 


2. I have now reviewed the transactions and considered all five areas of 
concern. Together with a brief description of the transactions the rest of this 
report summarises my conclusions. 


3, In December 1987 the Council entered into a contract with a developer to 
exchange its playing field for a larger site which the developer had 
conditionally contracted to purchase. The developer had applied for planning 
consent for residential development for the Council's playing field. A 
condition of the consent was that the developer would provide a new recreation 
ground and cricket field on the larger site. 


4. The proposed transactions were complicated because access to the playing 
field was limited. There were two access points, one owned by the developer and 
the other restricted by land owned by Oxfordshire County Council. As a result 
of planning conditions and of the restricted access. in assessing the value of 
the land the District Valuer discounted the market price by 50 per cent, 


5. The exchange was completed in September 1988. The Council received the new 
site and £770,000 in exchange for the former playing field. 


6. The local elector expressed doubts as to whether the Council had secured the 
best price for its land. I found that, in accordance with normal local 
government practice, the Council employed the District Valuer to assess the 
valuation taking account of the limited access. Independently, the Chairman of 
the Council later obtained a private valuation which suggested the District 
Valuer's figure was fair. In the circumstances I believe the Council acted 
reasonably in valuing the land. : 


7. Of more concern was the way the Council approached the proposed 
arrangements. I consider that it could have explored more thoroughly all of the 
alternatives available, given the scale of the transactions. 


8. In particular I am concerned that in instructing the District Valuer the 
Council assumed that access to the original site should only and could only be 
secured via the developer's adjoining land. There was no formal approach to. 
either the County Council or the District Council (for appropriate planning 
permission) about access via the County's land. The assumption turned out to 
be wrong as a local action group subsequently obtained planning consent itself 
for the alternative access. The price may or may not have been affected had the 
alternative been considered. The District Valuer believes not. The point is 
that the Council took no proper steps to find out for itself how the County. or 


District would react to the proposals.

9. The Council assures me thatthe option of using other sites in the village 
for its new playing fields was considered and rejected. Councillors regarded 
the proximity of the new playing fields to their existing changing facilities as 
of overriding importance. However, there is no written evidence of any such 
consideration in the minutes. The Council accepted the deal offered by the 
developer and neither approached nor advertised for any alternative purchasers 
of the former playing field. Whilst arrangements with anyone other than the 
developer would have been more complicated, without testing the market the 
Council could not be certain it had secured the most profitable arrangements for 
the a 


10. The Windmill Community Centre was constructed for the Council as part of a 
previous exchange deal with*the same developer. The original designs for the 
building were faulty and‘a new architect had to be appointed. This matter is 
now in the hands*of the Council's solicitors who are establishing the extra 
costs involved and who should be liable for them, There is no action I need to 
take at this stage. 


11. Transactions of the scale described in this report are rare in parish 
councils. Given their infrequency it is all the more important that members 
should act cautiously and-thoroughly in maximising the interests of the parish. 
Although I do not believe that the Council has acted illegally, it should have 
considered its options more thoroughly. In future, therefore, the Council 
should seek expert advice before dealing with large one off transactions.

pulpit, reading desk and communion table. Collection was £148 and a fraction. 

18th June - Anniversary of the Battle of Waterloo - Wellington for ever! 

H Smith and his wife (Cotton Risley's sister!) returned the wedding visit, dined 
and slept with us. 

£Qth June - Found out for a certainty that an attachment existed between Mary 
the Nurse and Thomas at the farm. I spoke to them both upon it. 

@and June - Mary's brother-in-law came this afternoon to fetch her away. I 
issued a warrant for the apprehension of a girl suspected of child mrder, an 
inhabitant of this place, within the last few days. Strong facts came out 
during the day against her. The case to be heard by me tomorrow.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


Fire calls During the last month the station received 29 calls: 

1 shed on fire, 2 car fires, 2 calls to rubbish on fire, 3 house fires, 1 fire 
in a chip shop, 2 small fires at Lake House, Adderbury, 1 office fire, 1 bedroom 
fire at Godswell House, Bloxham, 1 call to a railway embankment on fire, 2 road 
traffic accidents, 6 false alarms with good intent, 1 false alarm on an 
automatic system, 1 malicious false alarm, and 4 calls to stand by at other fire 
stations. This brings. the total number of calls this year to 126. 

Public events During the course of the summer we will be attending several 
events such as fetes, rallies etc.. When you see us there, don't just walk past, 
come and have a look at our appliance and see just what equipment we do carry 
and find out what we can do. I think a lot of the general public are completely 
unaware of what we are capable of doing. We do not just turn up to fires and 
squirt a lot of water about. A lot of our jobs are a-lot more complex than 
that, and a lot more technical details are involved. 

Recruitment We are still desperate for more firefighters, in fact at the moment 
there are only 3 personnel available in the daytime, and during the last month 
the fire engine failed to turn out twice due to insufficient crew. I am sure 
that if the County Council decided to close Deddington Fire Station then there 
would be: one hell of a hue and cry from the general public. “What, shut our 
Fire Station? They can't do that. What if there is a major fire?" But in fact 
that is just what the local community are doing themselves by either not _— 
volunteering to become a firefighter or by not releasing employees to do so. So 
please everyone give the matter some thought. WE REALLY ARE DESPERATE.
